Exceeded Quota by $83,000. 

The sworn statement of Fern E. 
Willard and Truman W. Richards, 
examiners for the State Finance 
Department, who examined the 
bank after it failed, discloses that 
on Dec. 31, 1929, State deposits in 
the Bank of Aurora totaled $408,- 
942. On that date, State funds in 
42 banks totaled $12,605,254. On 
the basis of the authorized two- 
eightieths the Bank of Aurora 
should have had no more than 
$315,630. 

The quota of the Aurora bank 
was doubled immediately after 
Brunk took office and during the 
second month of his term, Febru- 
ary, 1929, a total of $140,000 was 
deposited by the State in his home- 
town bank, increasing the deposit 
there to $374,442. At that time, 
the total of State funds on deposit 
in banks was $16,282,415, so that 
the Aurora bank was within its 
quota. 

When the Aurora bank was 
closed recently, the State’s deposit 
there totaled $273.000. 

Brunk’s Explanation. 

Brunk said it had not been his 
practice nor that of previous State 
Treasurers to limit banks strictly 
to their fixed quotas of State de- 
posits. 

“When I came into office, in 
January, 1929, State deposits at 
the Aurora Bank were $234,000 


all banks $11,098,976. The Aurora 
Bank at that time was entitled to 
only one-eightieth, which would 
have been about $138,000. 

„As a matter of fact, what the 
Aurora Bank did was to distribute 
the excess State deposits among 
smaller banks that could not afford 
to bid directly for a share of the 
State deposits.” 

Bankers Fmanced Campaign. 

E. R. Adams, president of the 
Aurora bank, and M. T. Eastley, 
cashier, under indictment on 
charges resulting from the failure, 
are personal friends of Brunk. Be- 
tween 1922 and 1928 they lent him 
$18,000 to finance various business 
ventures, and in 1928 advanced 
$5000 to finance his campaign, 
These loans, represented by promis- 
sory notes for $23,000, of which 
$12,500 were unsecured, were 
among the bank’s assets when it 
failed. 

Brunk has explained that the 
$18,000 in loans represented legiti- 
mate business transactions with a 
bank and has explained that the 
campaign expenses were advanced 
personally by Adams and Eastley 
under an arrangement whereby he 
drew checks against the bank, cre- 
ating overdrafts which he later re- 
placed with notes payable to the 
two bankers. 

Adams and .Eastley have con- 
firmed. this explanation, saying 
that Brunk's notes were put into 
the bank’s assets so the depositors 


„and not ourselves would benefit 


Dur- 
ing the past 10 days, Brunk has 
repaid $10,000 of his debt to the 
bank, leaving a balance of $13,000 
which he has promised to pay 
within 60 days. .

One $2.50 gold piece, the police 
say, which was in the assortment 
which Bostelman sought to deposit, 
bears the same date as a piece of 
that denomination taken from one 
of the tellers’ deposit boxes at the 
Grand National. 

Bostelman, 35 years old, has 
been picked up frequently by po- 
lice and served a term iin Boon- 
ville Reformatory for a $60,000 
theft of furs from two St. Louis 
stores. He was seen by detectives 
about noon Saturday at the Ham- 
ilton State Bank, 5852 Delmar 
boulevard. He offered a $2500 de- 
posit, of which $1080 was in gold 
and the remainder in currency.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 17.~— 
The death sentence of Thomas 
Murphy, who was to have been 
hanged July 25 for the murder of 
a St. Louis druggist in a holdup, 
was commuted to life imprison- 
ment by Gov. Caulfield today. The 
Governor declined, howevér, to or- 


der an investigation to determine 
if Murphy actually is innocent. 

“I am commuting Thomas Mur- 
phy's sentence from death to life 
imprisonment because I entertain 
a serious doubt as to his guilt,” 
the Governor said in a statement. 

“This doubt has been created 
largely by my reading of the tran- 
script of the evidence offered at 
the trial and by the expression of 


doubt by the detectives who had, 


charge of the case and procured 
Murphy's confession. 
“In my opinion, Murphy’s con- 


viction rests solely upon his con-, 


fession. There were five witnes- 
ses who saw the murderer in the 
drug store when Mr. Reilly was 
killed. Of these, two refused to 
identify Murphy as the murderer: 
two withheld their identification 
until after the confession was 
signed, and one of these had as- 
serted to the police and testified 
under oath before the Coroner's 
jury that Murphy was not the 
man. 

Complexion Important Point. 

“All five, however, agreed that 
the murderer was a red-faced or 
red-complexioned man. I am con- 
vinced that Murphy did not answer 
to that description. 

“When Murphy signed the con- 
fession he was a drug addict, had 
just been released from the Ten- 
nessee penitentiary, and was being 
held in the holdover under the con- 
trol of the police without counsel 
and without friends. 


This situation continued to ex- 


ist when he was taken before the 
Circuit Attorney to state that the 
confession was true. His knowledge 
of the facts indicated by his con- 
fession may well have been derived 
from questioninig by the police. It 
is significant that when his confes- 
sion got into the realm unknown 
to the police, it did not tally with 
the facts. 

“The cause of justice will not 
be thwarted by substituting life 
imprisonment for the hanging of 
this man. I am not sufficiently 
convinced of his innocence to par- 
don him: neither am I sufficiently 
convinced of his guilt to permit 
him to be hanged.” 

Although applications for clem- 
ency have been made in scveral 
cases, Murphy is the first man to 
have a death sentence commuted 
during Gov. Caulfield’s administra- 
tion. . 

Murphy, who has becn in the 
City Jail at St. Louis since June, 
1928, when Charles A. Reilly was 
shot to death by a robber in his 
drug store at 3400 Chippewa street, 
will be removed to the state Penl- 
tentiary in the next transfer of 
prisoners. After repudiating a con- 
fession, he was found guilty by. a 
jury on the testimony of two iden- 
tifying witnesses,

enth street. Photographs of two 
other men also were identifeid and 
police are seeking them. 

Once Indicted for Murder, 

Mantia was indicted with six 
others for the murder of Alphonse 
Palazzolo, notorious Italian gun- 
man, shot down Sept. 9, 1927, but 
the case was nolle prossed, The 
prisoners, booked as fugitives, will 
be turned over to East St. Louis 
authorities for prosecution as kid- 
napers. They said they would re- 
sist extradition. 

Scorfina, scarcely able to walk, 
had been deprived of food and wa- 
ter and beaten and kicked by his 
captors. Three teeth had been 
knocked out and his body was bad- 
ly bruised.

During his captivity, Scorfina 
sali he was kept blindfclded, but 
peering from beneath the folds last 
night and finding his guards 
asleep, he slipped out of an old 
house in a thickly ‘wooded section 
in which he found himself.

Running madly and blindly in 
the darkness, he fell frequently in 
the thick wndergrowth, and after 
about four hours, he said, dragged 
himself to a farmhouse.

Lose Lives When Boring 
Ignites Natural Pocket in 
San Francisco’s Hetch- 
Hetchy Water District. 


RESCUERS FORCED 
TO WEAR “MASKS 


While All Those in East 
Drift Are Dead, 13 in 
West Part Are Carried to 
Safety. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMP MITCHELL, Cal., July 17. 


A gas explosion killed an entire 


shift of 12 men in a tunnel of the 
Hetch-Hetchy construction project 
in the San Francisco municipal 
water area, 65 miles southeast of 
Oakland, early today. 

Engineers said a natural gas 
pocaet probably had been struck 
in the boring and the gas acciden- 
tally ignited. 

The tunnel drops straight down- 
ward more than 800 feet from the 
surface and then branches into a 
drift to the east and one to the 


drift. Thirteen men in the west 
drift, which goes down about 1500 
feet, were badly shaken and some 
were gassed, but all were brought 
to the surface. None was seriously 
hurt. 

Two bodies were recovered al- 
most immediately, but the gas flow 
soon drove rescuers to the use of 
masks. 

One Man Hurled 50 Feet. 

W. J. Kinney of Hartford, Wis., 
who was reported among those in 
the east drift, later was found at 
the surface. He did not go to 
work on the shift as scheduled, 
his place having been taken by 
Patrick Gallagher. 

Dan Tranar, skip man working 
at the bottom of the shaft, was 
hurled 50 feet by the explosion, 
but was not thought seriously hurt. 
R. A. Trompozynski, who was near 
Tranar, also was badly shaken. 

Charles O'Malley, who ascended 
to the surface just before the ex- 
plosion, escaped the fate of his co- 
workers by a hair’s breadth. He 
had barely stepped away from the 
shaft when the ground quivered 
from the blast. The shaft belched 
a great column of smoke. 

C. R. Rankin, engineer in charge, 
said the men had been working in 
a serpentine formation of earth 
yesterday and had found no trace 
of gas. Evidence of the presence 
of gas generally appears in plenty 
of time to take precautions, he 
said. 

The bodies of John McNichols, 
42 years old, shift boss, and J. C. 
Maybin, 21, were recovered.

Takes Issue With Methods 
~ Suggested and Emphasiz- 
es Reply Is Preliminary 


and Tentative.

PARIS, July 17.—Great Britain’s 
reply to Foreign Minister Briand's 
memorandum on 2 proposed feder- 
ation of European states was re- 
ceived by the foreign office today. 
It accepts the principle of closer 
collaboration of European states 
but takes issue with the methods 
suggested. 

The communication says the 
British Government intends its 
present reply to be of a prelimi- 
nary and tentative character, as 
M. Briand's program demands care- 
ful and prolonged consideration 
and the British Government feels it 
to be its duty to undertake that 
consideration in consultation with 
its dominions.” ) 

The British reply says that the 
feeling that the creation of any 
new political institutions at the 
present time might “create confu- 
sion and engender rivalry,” which 
might diminish the authority of the 
League of Nations, causes the pres- 
ent reply to be designated as pre- 
liminary and provisional.” 

Fears Rivalry of Continents. 
The fear also is expressed that 
such a union as France proposes 
might accentuate rivalry and hos- 
tility between the continents and 
thus any measure taken must be 
elaborated so as to cause no un- 
easiness abroad. 

Great Britain makes the sugges- 
tion that the Briand program be 
definitely incorporated in the 
framework of the League of Na- 
tions. This can be done, the reply 
suggests, by the creation of Euro- 
pean committees of the Assembly, 
the Council and the technical or- 
ganization of the League, without 
risking the difficulties that an en- 
tirely new institution might create. 
The British note concludes that, 
believing free discussion necessary, 
the Government proposes that the 
memorandum figure on the agenda 
of the next League Assembly and, 
“thanks to the procedure, the na- 
ture of which is indicated above, 
we hope that practical results of 
real value can be obtained.“ 

Czecho-Slovakian Reply. 
Czecho-Slovakia’s answer to For- 
eign Minister Briand’s invitation 
shows the newly created country 
to be one of the most enthusiastic 
supporters of the scheme. 

The note, signed by Edouard 
Benes, Foreign Minister, says: 

“Czecho-Slovakia, having always 
been favorable to co-operation 
among the states in a more re- 
stricted geographical region, is 
equally favorable to the organiza- 
tion of this co-operation in more 
vast regions; that is, to say, among 


all the states of Europe, and is 
ready to participate with all her 
strength in the effort made to 


achieve it.” 

The Norwegian reply also was 
received today. It offered full co- 
operation in achieving European 
union, but cautioned against haste.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The 
condition of the wheat market re- 
mains a cause of grave concern to 
the administration, but it was of- 
— reiterated yesterday that 
‘Rresident Hoover will not intervene 
in the program of the Federal 
Farm Board, notwithstanding that 
Senator Capper of Kansas Tuesday 
appealed to him to direct the 
Board to buy 100,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in the open market. ~ 

Capper’s unsuccessful entreaty 
was made during the course of an 
extended call at the White House. 
It followed a conference between 
the President and Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Hyde, at which Hyde re- 
lated the results of his recent 
western tour with Chairman Legge 
of the Farm Board, in which they 
advocated a reduction of wheat 
acreage as a means of stabilizing 
prices. 

Capper will carry his request to 
Legge when the chairman returns 
to Washington Monday, but with 
Small hope that it will be granted 
Legge has positively declared that 
no more large quantities of wheat 
will be purchased at this time for 
the purpose of affecting prices. 
The Board already has 60,000,000 
bushels on hand, which it bought 
several months ago in an effort to 
keep the price up. 

Sale Results in Prompt Decline. 

The question of what to do with 
this wheat is one of the gravest 
problems now facing the Board. 
Recent efforts to sell a fraction of 
it resulted in a prompt decline in 
the market price, and the view 
now prevails here that any move- 
ment by the Board to sell its stored 
wheat will break the market. 
Meantime, the cost of keeping it 
in storage amounts to approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 a month. 

Discovery that the army and 
navy have been purchasing large 
amounts of food supplies outside 
the United States, at prices sub- 
stantially lower than those prevail- 
ing in this country, has resulted 
in the issuance of orders that all 
food purchases must be made in 
this country when possible. 

An interesting situation produced 
by the wheat crisis is the predica- 
ment of Senator Henry J. Allen of 
Kansas, who is a candidate for re- 
election this year. Since his ap- 
pointment to the Senate two years 
ago by Gov. Clyde Reed, Allen has 
supported the Hoover administra- 
tion on virtually every issue. He 
voted for the tariff bill and for the 
confirmation of Judge Parker for 
the Supreme Court. 

Allen’s Alternative. 

Now Gov. Reed is bitterly attack- 
ing the administration’s farm pol- 
icy, and Max and Louis Levand, 
the managers of Senator Allen’s 
Wichita Beacon, are calling upon 
Chairman Legge to resign, while 
President Hoover is supporting 
Legge. Allen is confronted with 
the alternatives of repudiating the 
policy of the administration which 
he has supported through thick 
and ‘thin, or repudiating the views 
of the Governor who appointed him 
and the newspaper of which he is 
chairman of the board of directors. 
It is not a pleasant situation for a 
Senator running for renomination 
against two opponents. 

The announcement from the 
White Houses that the President 
will confine his vacation to a brief 
trip to the Northern Rockiés, avoid- 
ing any appearances in the wheat 
belt, and that he will make no 
speeches, occasioned no surprise 
here. Since the receptions tendered 
Legge and Hyde in the Middle West 
it has been known that the Presi- 
dent’s former plan to “restore con- 
fidence” by a series of vacation 
talks in the West would be can 
celed,

“It cannot make any possible 
difference in the effect on the 
market if demands of this kind are 
met aecording to good business 
practice,” continued Legge, “as 
long as the quantity of wheat held 
by stabilization is kept intact.” 

In a message to Legge Tuesday, 
Gov. Reed complained that an an- 
nouncement by the stabilization 
corporation that it would buy an 
amount of new wheat equivalent to 
that sold from old crop holdings 
“came after the announcement of 
the sale of substantial auantities 
and did fiot save the market Satur- 
day.“ 

No Excuse for Excitement. 

Renlying to this, Legge declared 
that there was no reasonable ex- 
ecuse for the grain trade getting 
excited about the sale referred to.“ 
He continued: 

“The trade was quite familiar 
with the millers’ agreement giving 
them the option to purchase. We 
had supposed, based on the action 
of some of the other millers, and 
the further fact that the new crop 
in the Southwest had proved to be 
of very high quality, that the mil- 
lers would release what they had 
in storage, rather than exercise 
this option.”

Legge Says Southwest Generally

ST. PAUL, Minn., July 17. — 
Alexander Legge, chairman of the 
Federal Farm Board, said yester- 
day that wheat growers of the 
southwest generally would join 
whole-heartedly in the campaign 
of the Board for acreage reduc- 
tion, despite some opposition in 
Kansas. 

Legge came here on the way to 
Fargo, where he will speak today 
at the North Dakota State Fair. 
He held several conferences in the 
Twin Cities regarding the Board's 
business, and announ that the 
northwest regional office of the 
National Grain Corporation would 
be in St. Paul. 

“The majority of farmers will 
reduce their acreage beyond a 
doubt,” he said, “I am certain 
from. many private conversations 
that they will.” 

Though no attempts to increase 
or stabilize wheat prices by pur- 
chase of grain will be made by the 
Board through the Stabilization 
Corporation “for the present,” the 
chairman said that if the Board’s 
program is carried out, wheat ulti- 
mately will be placed on a do- 
mestic price basis through elimin- 
ation of surplus. 

He added that the Board’s ac- 
tion in having the Stabilization 
Corporation withhold 60,000,000 
bushels of wheat from the market 
already has resulted in a marke

The chicken house burned at night, 
he asys, about the time of Gal- 
ligher’s disappearance. 

Rumsey also says that he has 
found a pistol, which was the 
property of Galligher, in Mrs. 
Neal’s home. He says that Mrs. 
Neal first denied having the pistol 
and later said she had purchased 
it from him together with a shot- 
gun which she sold. Other per- 
sonal property, including clothes 
and fishing tackle, Rumsey says, 
were found on Mrs. Neal's prop- 
erty. 

An automobile, which Rumsey 
says was Galligher’s and which 
Mrs. Neal says was the property 
of her son, who died recently, is 
also regarded by the State’s At- 
‘torney as strong evidence. 

According to Rumsey, Dr. J. C. 
Hicks of Eldorado said he wus 
treating Galligher for a blow on 
the head which Galligher said he 
received from Brown. The treat- 
ments were given about the time 
Galligher disappeared. 

About the time that Galligher's 
disappearance was noticed he 
stopped writing to relatives. His 
sister, Mrs. El Hughes, and his 
brother, James, both of whom live 
at Scammon, Kan., the family's old 
home, and his son, Charles, who 
lives at Detroit, have all said, ac- 
cording te Rumsey, that Galligher 
stopped writing them about the 
same time after having written 
regularly for years.

Yellow and Red Top on Former 

Schedule; General Goes Above 

Old Rates. 

Yellow and Red Top taxicabs to- 
day raised their rates to the level 
existing last December before a 
price war occasioned by the entry 
of the General Cab Co. into busi- 
ness here. The General company, 
now under new management after 
going into bankruptcy, raised its 
rate to a level above that with 
which it entered the city. 

The new rates of Yellow and 
Red Top cabs will be 25 cents for 
the first two-fifths mile and 25 
cents a mile thereafter, as com- 
pared to the cut rate of 10 cents, 
for the first two-fifths and 20 cents 
a mile thereafter.

GANG'S “*OATH BIBLE” A RELIC 


Tenth Century Greek Manuscript 
Gtven to Chicago U. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 17.—The “Oath 
Bible” of the gangsters who once 
met in Jim Colosimo’s famous cafe 
was disclosed today as a tenth-cen- 
tury Greek rm-anuscript of gospel 
readings. It was once part of the 
ritual equipment of the Cathedral 
of Argos, Greece. 

The manuscript, now in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, is a collection 
of gospel selections assigned to be 
read as part of the Greek orthoiox 
ritual on Sundays and holy days. 
Harold E. Willoughby, associate 
professor of the New Testament at 
the university, obtained the book 
recently from Michael Biskos, pres- 
ent proprietor of the Colosimo 
Cafe, where “Big Jim” was assas- 
sinated in May, 1920. “The owner 
gave the information that the 
manuscript had been used as an 
‘oath book’ by patrons of his res- 
taurant,” Willoughby said today.

The historical museum in the 
east wing of Jefferson Memorial 
has been transformed to bring out 
items of interest s0 aptly as to 
place it on a competitive footing, 
in attendance, with thé Lindbergh 
trophy collection in the west wing. 

This achievement marks the final 
stage in the program, begun last 
fall under direction of Isaac H. 
Lionberger, acting président of 
Missouri Historical Society, to give 


every Visitor to the society’s mu- 
seum an. enteitaining and memor- 
able view of old St. Louis, That 
vista stretches beyond the French 
and Spanish trading post into the 
shadows of a past far more re- 
mote. 

Most important of all the 
changes is the arrangement of In- 
dian relics so that their full sig- 
nificance is apparent, to many lay- 
men, for probably the first time. 
The collection includes 150,000 
articles of flint alone, and what is 
described as the most valuable sin- 
gle case of Indian artifacts in the 
world. 

Visitors entering the ast wing 
have an immediate and vivid 
glimpse of pioneer life. At their 
left is a model log cabin. At their 
right is the center of primitive 
home life— the fireside, with a 
fireplace made and decorated by a 
portrait painter, Sarkis Erganian, 
and surrounded by the homely im- 
plements of hard working frontier 
wives. 

Precision and Clarity. 

This small anteroom opens on 
the large museum, once swanined 
by the overrrown Indian cvllect'on 
and unintelligble to most, but now 
arranged with precision and elar- 
ity. The work, begun April 20 by 
Gerard Fowke, well-known Indian 
archaeologist, left on view only the 
very finest articles of the col'ec- 
tion. Hundreds of artifacts in pot- 
tery. thousands in smooth one 
and tens of thousands in flint— 
which only made it dfficuit fer 
visitors to find the more si:nifi- 
cant exhibits—thereby have been 
made available for a gift to the 
Board of Education and loans to 
any other schools which may call 
for them. 

Grouped about the archaeological 
cases, as about the two principal 
displays in the anteroom, are ex- 
hibits of which each illustrates a 
particular phase of life and man- 
ners in old St. Louis. Ranced 
abcut the wall, in chronological 
order from the entrance, are docu- 
ments and pictures diac ‘ieee the 
story graphically, beginning with 
the portraits of Laclede and Chou- 
teau and the original petition for 
incorporation of the village in 
1808. In another small room ad- 
joining the large museum on the 
east are displayed the handiwork, 
clothing, tools and weapons of 
“modern” Indians. 

One case in the east room con- 
tains 40 samples of American furs 
and the tools used by the Indians, 
to illustrate every phase in prepa- 
ration for the fur market. There 
is a great gray-brown robe, made 
of the down plucked from the 
breasts of innumerable young 
eagles. There is the warlike auto- 
biography of some unknown brave, 
in pictographs on two tanned buf- 
falo hides joined to make a sin- 
gle “page” 7x10 feet. And there 
are dozens of other exhibits—bows 
and poisoned arrows, beaded buck- 
skin cradles, wampum-belts, cloth- 
ing painstakingly decorated with 
hun eds of porcupine quills an 
thousands of beads. 

Groups Carefully Classified. 

The largest exhibits of artifacts 
are ghown in two new cases in the 
museum proper. At the east end 
is a case of smooth, “pecked or 
ground” articles, and at the west 
end are the chipped flints. Below 
the tray of each case is a bank of 
drawers, in which Fowke has me- 
ticulously classified thousands of 
relics for the study of archaeolo- 
gists, 

Several hundred flawless arrow- 
heads have been arranged for dis- 
play in ‘order of length from %- 
inch to six inches. Beside them 
are much larger but more delicate

SUCCESS OF GLAND OPERATIONS 
DISPUTED AT DOCTOR'S TRIAL 


Kansas Medical Society Head As- 
serts Transplanting Has Proved 
to Be Useless, 

By the Associated Press, 

TOPEKA, Kan,, July 17.—A con- 
troversy surrounding gland trans- 
planting operations developed at 
the hearing’ yesterday before the 
Kansas Board of Medical Registra- 
tion and Examination on a com- 
plaint seeking revocation of Dr. 
John R. Brinkley's license to prac- 
tice in this State. 

Efforts were made by Fred 8. 
Jackson, one of the attorneys for 
the Milford, Kan., physician, who ig 
accused of professional misconduct, 
to prove that reputable medical au- 
thorities believe gland transplant- 
ing operations can be performed 
successfully. . 


Lengthy technical discussion fol- 


lowed testimony of Dr. E. 8. Edger- 
ton, Wichita, president of the Kan- 
sas Medical Society, that in his 
opinion Dr. Brinkley’s so-called 
compound ‘operation has no val- 
ue” and that “no good can come” 
from the transplanting of goat 
glands into human patients. 

Dr. Edgerton also attacked Dr. 
Brinkley’s practice of diagnosing 
and prescribing for patients over 
a radio station operated in con- 
nection with his hospital as in- 
complete, inaccurate and a menace 
to public health.“ 

Endeavoring to show that the 
Federal Government broadcasts 
medical information in a similar 
fashion, Dr. Brinkley’s attorney 
read into the record a bulletin an- 
nouncing that the United States 
Public Health Service would give 
information over the radio. The 
attorney contended the bulletin said 
the health service “would answer 
specific questions as Brinkley 
does,“ while Dr. Edgerton contend- 
ed prescriptions were not given for 
specific cases.

probable upset of congressional re- 
apportionment calculations was in- 
dicated. today as a result of the 
1930 State census enumerations 
thus far completed. 

While. it cannot be determined 
exactly which states will lose Con- 
gressmen and which will gain new 
members, an Assoetiated Press com- 
pilation shows sufficient states 
have completed their population 
enumeration to give some indica- 
tion of the probable changes. 

When Congress passed its re- 
apportionment act it was calcu- 
lated the new census would change 
23 memberships. Based on the es- 
timated population of the states as 
of Jan. 1, 1930, it was estimated 
officially that 17 states would lose 
a total of 23 House members which 
would be apportioned to 11 states 
gaining in population. 

Some states which were not fig- 
ured among the probable losers are 
now indicated to have lost. Final 
calculations may find Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Arkansas, Rhode Island and 
Minnesota losing one Representa- 
tive each. 

California May Gain Nine. 


California’s actual population 
had exceeded by almost a million 
the official estimate used in cal- 
culating that State, would gain six 
new members. As a result it is 
not improbable that California’s 
larger increase in population might 
entitle her to nine new members, 
making her delegation in Congress 
20 instead of 11 as at present. 

Missouri, it was figured, would 
be heaviest loser, her delegation 
being curtailed by three members. 
Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky and Mis- 
sissippi were calculated to lose two 
each and Alabama, Kansas, Louisi- 
ana, Maine, Massachusetts, Ne- 
braska, New York, North Dakota, 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Vermont 
and Virginia were estimated to lose 
one each. 

New York has had a gain which 
brought her total population al- 
most a million higher than the es- 
timate of Jan. 1 on which it was 
calculated that State would lose 
one member of Congress. Instead 
of a loss of one, it now seems 
probable New York will gain an 
additional member bringing her 
delegation to 44. 4 

Michigan Estimate Stands. 

Michigan was set down for four 
additional members, and her pre- 
liminary population figures are 
some 64,000 more than the esti- 
mate on which this gain was fig- 
ured so it seems the apportion- 
ment of four additional members, 
making her delegation total 17, 
probably will go through. 

Ohio, it was estimated, would 
gain three new members but the 
preliminary census returns show 
its population to be 384,000 less 
‘than the estimate. As a result 
Ohio may gain only one new mem- 
ber. 

Texas and New Jersey were put 
down for two new members. Tex- 
as in her preliminary population 
has exceeded the January esti- 
mate by about 177,000 and there- 
fore seems safe for two new mem- 
bers. New Jersey has not conclud- 
ed her enumeration. . 

Washington Losing Out. 

Other states which would gain 
one new member, according to the 
January estimates, were Arizona, 
Connecticut, Florida, North Caro- 
lina, Oklahoma and Washington. 
Of these states, only Arizona and 
Oklahoma have not reported their 
population. Connecticut, Florida 
and North Carolina seem assured 
by their new populations of ob- 
taining an additional member of 
Congress, but Washington was 71,- 
000 under her estimated-population 
and may not come within the re- 
quired number for a new Congress- 
man. 

The preliminary census statistics 
bear out predictions of losses in 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Missouri, 
Nebraska, North Dakota, Tennes- 
see, and Vermont. Population fig- 
ures have not been announced for 
Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Pennsylvania or Virginia, which 
states were figured for losses.

312 votes to the opposition’s 241 
against the resolution introduced 
by Former Premier Stanley Bald- 
win deploring that the MacDonald 
Government had not extended the 
policy of safeguarding industries. 
The debate, in which Baldwin, 
Prime Minister MacDonald, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Snowden 
and former Premier Lloyd Georg? 
took part, was important in outlin- 
ing the position of the party chiefs 
on the empire free trade crusade 
and giving a line on the policies to 
be advocated at the general elec- 
tion which appears inevitable be- 
fore the end of the year. 
Baldwin, leader of the Conserva- 
tives, greatly disappointed the pro- 
tectionist wing of his party and 
will be accused by the Beaverbrook 
Rothermere press of a half-surren- 
der. Lloyd George said after the 
debate: “Baldwin is trifling with 
the House and with the country. 
His speech is extraordinary and in- 
explicable. He has hoisted the 
white flag to half-staff.” 
Leans Toward Food Tax. 
Baldwin, who had apparently 
been converted to a tax on foreign 
food, dodged the whole issue, re- 
ferring to it only-when he said that, 
if in office, he would try to make 
arrangements with the dominions 
“for the sale of primary goods,”

The Danger for Democracy. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ROF. WILLIAM DURANT, one of the 


country’s ablest writers on history 
and kindred subjects, predicts the failure 
of democracy and the entire control of 
the Government by political machines 
within a few years. 

The danger referred to by Prof. Du- 
rant is apparent to all who take suffi- 
cient interest in public affairs to keep 
fairly well informed. That the danger 
is a real one is proved by consideration 
of the comparatively small percentage of 
voters who attend the primaries and the 
general elections. But the danger might 
be checked, mitigated or entirely pre- 
vented if the voters could be induced to 
take more active and intelligent interest 
in.the primaries. : 

Political parties (not machines, but 
open, honorable party organizations) are 
essential in our country, and as such 
parties are now constituted and carried 
on the greater part of the work of con- 
trol and direction of the campaign is 
done by committees; and the ward and 
township committeemen and committee- 
women are the very foundation of all the 
committee fabric and party organization. 
Therefore it is essential that these ward 
and township committee members should 
be selected from among the intelligent, 
active, honest and reliable members of 
the party. Yet in many townships 
throughout the State the selection of the 
township committee members is given 
little attention. Sometimes poorly quali- 
fied and indifferent persons are voted 
for merely as a joke.“ In the county in 
Southwest Missouri where I published a 
local newspaper for many years I have 
known utterly unqualified men to be 
elected on the committee by the votes 
cast by voters in a spirit of „joshing.“ 

Just now the selection of committee- 
men and committeewomen in the various 
wards of St. Louis is of tremendous im- 
portance to the Democratic party, and 
every person who claims membership in 
that perty should attend the primary on 
Aug. 5 and take part in the selection of 
ward committee members, voting for the 
best, most intelligent, dependable and 
loyal men and women available for the 
positions.

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ESTHETICS AND POWER DEVELOPMENT. 
The principal argument made in the fight to save 
Cumberland Falls, Ky., from an Insull power devel- 
opment project was that a place of great natural 
beauty would be marred forever. It appears now 
that it is futile to make that argument before the 
Federal Power Commission. According to a ruling 
of Attorney-General Mitchell, the Federal Power Com- 
mission has not been authorized by Congress to 
refuse licenses for esthetic and recreational reasons. 
As the Baltimore Sun puts it, It a power project will 
not directly and substantially affect the navigability 
of the stream upon which it is located, the commis- 
sion cannot refuse to issue license for construction.” 
In the case of Cumberland Falls, the Kentucky 
Legislature has accepted the offer of ex-Senator du 
Pont to buy the site and turn it over to the State, and 
it has authorized the condemnation of the Falls for 
public park purposes. But Mr. Mitchell’s ruling se- 
riously affects other projects. There is a possibility 
that the Current River will be formed into a chain 
of lakes by power companies, thus destroying the 
character of one of the loveliest streams in the coun- 
try. Certainly the esthetic argument is pertinent 
here, and the law should be changed to release the 
Federal Power Commission from the severe limita- 
tions which now surround the granting of licenses.

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) BUREAUCRACY IN CHARACTER. 
The Chamber of Commerce feels St. Louis has been 
unfairly treated in the census figures. It has evi- 
dence to support its complaint. Its own partial enu- 
meration showed the official canvass to be faulty;

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Happy Lot of the Average Working Man 


To show how much better off we are than we used to be, statistician breaks good 
news that average worker's income has increased 55 per cent in 36 years; 
this great advance figures up as annual gain of four cents a day, part of it 
in cash; average man is handy figure for proving this the best of all worlds. 


HE average income, per person, in the 

United States has increased 31 per cent 

in terms of a dollar of constant pur- 
chasing power in the period from 1909 to 
1928. This improvement may not appear 
very striking, but it would tend te show a 
steady and growing increase in the people's 
well-being, if the increase had been evenly 
distributed among the various classes of the 
people. But it has not been evenly dis- 
tributed. 

Wage earners have gained a 27 per cent 
increase in earnings. The gain of salaried 
employes is only 18 per cent. But the 
major part of the increase is registered by 
the property-owning and business people. 


These figures are based on calculations 
quoted by Dr. Wesley Mitchell, head of the 
National Bureau of Economic Research and 
director of President Hoover's Committee on 
Social Trends. The worker’s lot, accord- 
ing to Dr. Mitchell's statement. has im- 
proved 55 per cent, in the longer period 
from 1890 to 1926, during which time the 
length of the working day has also been 
reduced from an average of 58.4 to 49.3 
hours per week. 

It is quite possible that the improvement 
would appear even more impressive if all 
the years since the fall of Rome were in- 
cluded into the period thus calculated. It 
may be safely stated that there has been 
considerable progress in percentages of 
wages received by the average person in 
the last 3500 years or so. Unfortunately, 
the average life of the average person is 
considerably below 3500, and an improve- 
ment to be appreciated by living people 
must take place in their own lifetimes. Let 
us, then. see what this improvement re- 
ferred to by statisticians really amounts to. 


A gain of 55 per cent in the average man- 
wal laborer’s earnings in 36 years is not a 
lot of improvement when viewed closely. 
It represents an improvement of about 1% 
per cent in a year. If we should figure 
that the average worker earned $900 a year 
36 years ago, and that is a good deal more 
than he really earnéd in those days, his sit- 
vation in one year would improve to the 
extent of $13.50, oF 4 cents a day. 

That is, after one year has passed, if all 
went well, he is in a position to place at the 
disposal of his wife and. let us say, three

Another consideration used in order to 
arrive at the 55 per cent gain, or the 4 
cent-a-day-a-year increase in the famiily’s 
money chest, is that the Government 18 
rendering the average worker various serv- 
ices free. For instance. there are more po- 
licemen on the city forces, and more cruis- 
ers are being built by the Federal Govern- 
ment, and the Yellowstone National Park 
is maintained out of public funds. No 
worker is obliged to build extra cruisers for 
national defense out of his own pocket, or 
keep policemen in his own house, or buy 
land and develop a national park all on his 
own account. It is thanks to these sav. 
ings, in part, that we have the 4-cent-a-day 
improvement in the average worker's cash- 
box to boast of. 

The world would have been a much poor- 
er place to live in if not for the statisticians’ 
“average man.” Whenever wages are low, 
and the individual worker is half-starved. 
the “average man” is pulled out to prove 
that things are not half so bad with him 
today as they were a hundred or a thou- 
sand years ago.

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PARIS 

ALWAYS say au revoir to Paris 
| with a gulp despite that in these 

post-bellum days the city -has 
taken on the qualities of a beauti- 
ful but urticaceous plant—nettled 
with stinging thorn. The Paris 
of exquisite gallantry and gushing 
hospitality—se far as Americans 
are concerned—has almost vanish- 
ed. 

I speak of Paris alone and not 
France as a nation. In the prov- 
inces the simple and obliging charm 
that characterize the French is un- 
changed. Largely, and in justice to 
Paris, it is our own fault. We 
have been suckers and are paying 
the price and reaping the whirl- 
wind the sucker sows wherever he 
goes. . 

The duality of prices, almed al- 
most solely at Americans, for the 
British will not stand the gaff, in 
the big dressmaking establishments 
as well as almost every other shop 
in the city, offers the most imper- 
tinent hi-jacking ever devised. 
Coupled with this is the thieving 
concierge system in American pat- 
ronized hotels. 

Multiply this personal incident 
of the morning by a full score 
daily and you have a fafr idea. A 
suit of clothes was to be delivered 
to my hotel room. At 20 minute 
intervals three door-pounding ruf- 
fians—one with vest, another with 
coat and still another with pan- 
taloons—upset the household, 
merely to get three tips instead of 
one. 

If this trifling incident were not 
a part of the studied organized 
petty banditry it would not be men- 
tioned here. But itis. No French- 
man would suffer it, and the most 
hopeful sign that Americans are 
not going to suffer it much longer 
is that Paris shops have not beer 
so idle or hotels so desolated in 
many years. 

Paris, of all the continental cities, 
is almost wholly dependent upon 
tourists for its financial well being. 
France as a whole can get along 
without us, but Paris cannot.

LORD kel SAYS 
SOME NATIONS ARE 
BIDDING FOR WAR 


Despite Improvement in 10 
Years, He Asserts Peace 

Current Is Slackening as 
Old Tendencies Arise.

LONDON, July 17.—A warning 
that some of the larger nations, in- 
cluding the United States and Great 
Britain, are returning to the pre- 
war attitude that leads to war was 
sounded here yesterday by Lord 
Robert Cecil, in a speech at the 
opening session of the annual con- 
ference of the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union, held in the Royal Gallery 
of the House of Lords, where the 
London naval conference opened. 

This is the twenty-sixth confer- 
ence of the organization and is 
attended by about 500 delegates 
from the Parliaments and na- 
tional legislatures of 27 nations, 
including the British Dominions 
and Colonies. There are 25 dele- 
gates—Senators and Congressmen 
here from thee United States. 

After uttering his warning about 
the renewed danger of war men- 
tality, Lord Cecil continued: 

Peace Current Is Slackening. 

“We believe that all the efforts 
made in the last 10 years have 
not been fruitless, and that, on the 
whole, edth year shows improve- 
ment; but it may be none the less 
true that the peace current is 
slackening and that old tendencies, 
which ultimately lead to war, are 
beginning once more to assert 
themselves and indeed, there are 
sO many signs that there is a trend 
in this direction that we should be 
foolish to ignore them. 

“It is no doubt easy to attach 
too much importance to rhetorical 
outbursts, even from the most dis- 
tinguished ‘statesmen, but we can 


not forget that in more than one 


country important leaders of opin- 
jon are seen to be harkening back 
to old policies and are preaching 
that hoary-headed falsehood that 
if you want peace you must pre- 
pare for war. Nor is it only dis- 
tinguished statesmen who use such 
language. It is surely at the bot- 
tom of a good deal that is hap- 
pening in the great republic across 
the Atlantic, and I must confess 
that my own country is by no 


means free from thé same disease.” 


Refers to Naval Conferénce. 

Lord Cecil then went on to l- 
lustrate his thesis by a reference 
to the London naval conference, 
saying, “No one who watched 
these negotiations can have failed 
to see how much they were con- 
ducted in a war atmosphere, how 
séidom any reference was made to 
great international instruments for 
peace. Disarmament is and must 
be the chief and most positive pre- 
caution that can be taken against 
that falling back into the old men- 
tality. 

“Undoubtedly the war traders 
are a powerful body, and in some 
cases, as we sawfrom the Sherer 
incident in 1927, capable of very 
unscrupulous action. That they op- 
posed disarmament goes without 
saying. That they will resist it by 
means as are open to them may 
also be assumed, and no One per- 
haps knows how far the ramifica- 
tion of their trade interests and 
alliances extemi. We must, there- 
fore, expect grave difficulties be- 
fore international disarmament be- 
comes an accomplished fact.” 

Lord Cecil spoke in favor of 
closer European co-operation, and 
said he, therefore, welcomed the 
suggestion of Artistide Briand, 
French Foreign Minister, for the 
creation of a federation of Euro- 
pean states. 

For Federation of 

“After all,” he said, “we must 
recognize that, as far as we can see 
at present, the nations of Europe 
are still those which are most like- 

to cause serious international 
hostilities. Who can doubt that if 
we had.a continent of Europe as 
peaceful as, say, the continent of 
North America, we would have ad- 
vanced a very long way toward the 
pacification of the work ?. 

“No doubt there would be dan- 
gers (in the carrying out of 
Briand’s proposal); but they would 
ha ves to be guarded against. As 
long as the projected new organi- 
zation was kept well within the 
ambit and contro! of the League of 
Nations itself, the risk does not 
appear to me to be a serious one. 
All depends upon that. If European 
co-operation is to be organized out- 
side the League, it must, as far as 
I can see, be a danger. As long as 
it is kept within the League, it may 
well be a great addition to interna- 
tional security.”

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PROPOSES U. S. ACT IN DISPUTE 


July 17.—A 
‘resolution calling upon the State 
Department to use its influence in 
the dispute between India and the 
British Government was introduced 
today by Senator Blaine (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, but no effort was made 
for immediate action. 

The resolution cited. charges of 
atrocities by Great Britain in her 
rule over India.

In Eastern San Diego County Rains 
Put Out Several 
Blazes.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 17. 


— Several hundred fire fighters 
stood watch today after subduing 


brush, grass and timber fires in 
scattered localities on the Pacific 
Coast. 

Hugh Avery, 20 ‘years old, of 
Mesa, Ariz., died last night of burns 
suffered when he was trapped 
while fighting a blaze burning 
through brush toward the Mount 
Hamilton (Pasadena) home of 
relatives he was visiting.

SOCIALISTS TRY TO BLOCK 
‘DICTATORSHIP’ IN GERMANY 


Offer Motion in Reichstag to Re- 
voke Tax Laws Decreed by 
President Hindenburg. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 17.—The Socialist 
members of the Reichstag today in- 
troduced a motion to revoke the 
tax laws decreed last night by or- 
der of President von Hindenburg 
under the dictatorial powers grant- 
ed by article 48 of the Constitution. 
The Socialists also introduced a mo- 
tion of no confidence in the Gov- 
ernment. Under the rules of the 
Reichstag thess motions cannot 
come to a vote before tomorrow. 

Indications are that the Reichs- 
tag will be dissolved if it questions 
the Chancellor’s plan to enact the 
Government’s financial program. 

In such an eventuality, President 
von Hindenburg, Chancellor Bruen- 
ing and the Finance Minister, Dr. 
Hermann Dietrich, will exercise, 
under article 48 of the Constitu- 
tion, an almost limitless authority, 
not responsible to a 
body. 

The situation came to a head 
yesterday in discussion of article 2 
of the Finance Ministry’s program, 
involving new fotms of taxation. 

In a division upon this article 
the Government’s majority, never 
stable, fell down. The article was 
rejected, 256 to 204, 

Shortly afterward the Cabinet 
met and decided to enact the 
finance measure by decree, an ac- 
tion authorized by the President, 
who also gave the Chancellor au- 
thority to dissolve Parliament. 


WALTHER LEAGUE IN DISPUTE

CLEVELAND, O., July 17.—A 
resolution calling for a change of

The Chancellor attacked 
the empire free trade campaign as 
“just a smoke screen to cover an 
attempt to reduce wages, tax ar- 
ticles of common use and reduce 
the income tax.“ 

Lloyd George Attacks Baldwin. 

Lloyd George attacked Baldwin 
for condemning the Government 
for refusing to introduce tariffs 
which he had himself refused to 
countenance when in office. 

Sir Oswald Mosley, radical can- 
didate for Labor leadership, ad- 
vocated at length Snowden’s brief- 
ly outlined plan for bulk purchase 
of foodstuffs under State supervi- 
sion from countries willing to 
grant Great Britain reciprocity in 
the purchase of goods. 

The Ministry’s conflict with the 
House of Lords over the coal mines 
bill seemed to be resolving itself 
with approval by the Miners’ Fed- 
eration executive of the Lord’s de- 
mand for inclusion of a “spread- 
over” fortnight of 90 working 
hours in place of the Ministry’s 
own 7% hours. 

Under the Government’s plan, 
which probably will enable passage 
of the long disputed coal mines 
bill, the spreadover could be ap- 
plied only by joint agreement of 
the mine owners and miners’ asso- 
ciations.

BUS LINES CUT MEMPHIS FARE

Motor Carriers Charge $1 Less One 
Way and the Same for 
Round Trip. — 

St. Louis-Memphis fare has been 
cut to $5 one way and $6 round 
trip by the Atlantic-Pacific, Pick- 
wick Greyhound and Cotton Belt 
bus lines following a reduction in 
railroad fares June 10 to $11.19 
one way, with a special $6 round 
trip.

NE of the hardest things that 

any mother has to learn js that 

when once she has delegated 
her authority to someone else she 
must, for thé time- being at least, 
keep her hands off. 

It is, of course, almost more than 
one can bear to see a nurse bungie 
a simple situation or to watch 
grandmother with whom one is 
leaving the children over the week 
end, at once begin to undo the re- 
sults of weeks of careful training. 

There is only one mistake worse 
than any which the person whom 
you have left in charge can make 


When you correct or check the 
person to whom you have entrust- 
ed your child, you are bound to 
undermine her prestige in his 
eyes. Differences in method or 
attitude must be worked out when 
he is not present. The best that 
you can do is to reach an under- 
standing as to fundamental prin- 
ciples and to resign yourself to 
compromise in unessential mat- 
ters. 

A child can get along pretty 
well under almost any regime that 
is sane and regular, but conflict 
among his adults is sure to de- 
moralize him. 

It is comforting to remember 
that no two people could ever, if 
they tried, handle a child in ex- 
actly the same way. The method 
which may be disastrous with you 
may be entirely successful with 
someone else. 

The world is made up of many 
kinds of people with whom eventu- 


ally your child must learn to get 


along. The necessity for adjust- 
ment to the different personalities 
of mother, nurse, relatives or 
teacher, may be within limits an 
excellent training for later life sift- 
uations.
